Statistics Made Public 


New Yoik. March 17. — The Shef- 


field Farms company, whose notices 
urging dairymen not to increase their 
production arc under investigation by 
District Attorney Swan, made profits 
in 1918 of J174.000, or 51% percent, 
according to statistics compiled by 
Farnk J. Wilson, deputy federal price 
commissioner for this state, made 
public tonight by Mr. Swan. These 
alleged profits were said by Mr. Swan 
to be three and one half times those 
made in 1917. 


Loton Horton, president of the com- 


pany, tonight characterized the dis- 
trict attorney's announcement as "a 
misrepresentation." He asserted that 
as far as he could tell without con- 
sulting the company's books, the prof- 
its were only a trifle more than half 
JJ4,000. 
He added that they were 


made on an investment of $13,000,000, 
instead of $1,000,000 given by Mr. 
Swan as the company capitalization. 


The statistics made public by Mr. 


Swan, purport to show that the com- 
pany had an extra surplus fund of 
$231,000; an extra depreciation fund 
of $267,000, and a dividend o£ S276,- 
000.

UPSET TREATY SCHEME 
OF REPUBLICAN ORIGIN 


Plan Was to Incorporate Decla- 


ration of American Policy 


Toward European Wars 


Washington, March 1 7 — The Re- 


publican 
irreconcilables, 
combining 


with th«i Democrats, overturned on the 
senate lloor tonight the plan of the 
Republican leaders to attach to the 
peace treaty a general declaration of 
American policy toward future Euro- 
pean wars.* 


The declaratory reservation, which 


would pledge the United States to re- 
gard with "grave concern" any threat 
to Europe's peace or freedom, was 
voted down, 25 to 39, after the irre- 
concilables had tried in vain to amend 
it. Intended as an offset to the res- 
ervation Denying the provisions ot 
Article X, the proposals had been ex- 
pected by the Republican leaders to 
attract many Democratic \otes but 
on the roll call only two senators on 
the Democratic side supported. 


Disposition of the reservation was 


regarded as clearing up the last doubt- 
ful Issues of the treaty fight, and the 
leaders immediately made plans to 
bring a vote on ratification by Friday. 
By unanimous consent, it was agreed 
to limit speeches on all other pending 
reservations to 1 5 minutes and to con- 
tinue tomorrow's session 
into the 


evening, if necessary, to put the rati- 
fication resolution into final form. 
About a dozen reservations remain to 
be voted on, but it generally is con- 
ceded that none of them will be 
adopted.

of. war Is always the peraonal contro- 
versies which arise regarding tlio con- 
duct ot campaigns on uca or land, and 
particularly perhups on the eea. There 
were guc,h controversies after the clUl 
war, after the Spanish-American, and 
even yet they are scarcely c^er re- 
Kardltiff the war between KusMa and 
Japan. Just now the etorm center of 
•uch controvcisy in the United States 
J» between Admiral Sirns and the navj' 
department at Washington, and Sims 
is the puot of 
the cyclone. It 


Is to be regretted Uia.t such a con- 
troversy has arisen, and thin the more 
because the admhal appears to have 
uncorked the Uals of his wrath only 
because he chose to take the award 
of medals to naval officers as a. per- 
sonal matter. Had his suggestions as 
to the medals been entirely complied 
with, It is probable that nothing would 
have been heard of the later charges, 
vrhJch cither should hive been made 
earlier or not at all. 


GERMAN KEVOIitTIOX. 


The general British pres» comment 


en the latest German revolution ts tc 
the effect that the allies, being cred- 
ulous, have been fooled again. Never, 
Ihey believe, have the Germans in- 
tended to pay the stipulated idemnity, 
and whether the government Munland 
be monarchlal. Soviet or co-called re- 
publican, will they snow the color of 
their coin if whlninge, cavllings, ap- 
peals to mercy of a nort they never 
showed themselves, or technlral ob- 
jections raiscO after the fashion of 
quibbling attorneys, have any effect. 
It Is well enough for the allies to 
keep in mind that not an acre of Ger- 
man soil was the place of battle 
field, that not a German home or fac- 
tory was destroyed and that there was 
absolutely no icusou why at the war's 
end she should not have gone ahead 
v/ith agriculture and manufactures 
ITI fact it might be well for those who 
now are expressing sympathy for 
Germany in her loudly bruited woes, 
'iake 'a. little thought to themselves. 


DEBT REPAYMENT. 


,The suggestion of ths French gov- 


ernment that the United States go 
Blow in the matter of demanding ie- 
payment of the sums loaned to the 
Bister republic in the day* of the war 
will meet wl'h auite general approval 
in America. France, the first sut- 
ferer, was the greatest Josex- in live* 
and property during the war. More 
than England, on who.se soil the foot 
of the Invader never landed, or even 
Italy, which for all its losses »till was 
better off, she was chief sufferer by 
the war; and for this reanon, at least 
until her industries are renewed, her 
factories rebuilt and her people again 
housed at home, she should have con- 
sideration. Indeed, if any people of 
Europe are to have a Part of their 
debt forgiven, it should without ques- 
tion be France. 


Pari* May Tax Visitors.

The Parts municipal council, fit Its 


closing meeting of the old yenr, voted 
a resolntion In favor of the capital 
b«!ng officially "dossed" its a watering 
place. The-object of the motion la 
to enable the city to .collect * small 
poll tax on visitors in order to swell 
the municipal revenues, •• Is already 
done In other watering1 places. While 
agreeing that snch a tax probably 
•would bring in a Rood round sum. the 
KIgnro criticizes the proposal as hard- 
ly in keeping with the city's tradi- 
tions.

Albany, March 1". — Hepcal of (he 


direct primary law and a lotuni to 
the old sj'Htcm ol party nominating 
convention* In the case of candidates 
for state omce, which a month ago 
appeared to be one of the probabilities 
of the 191:0 legislative session, now 
«<>ems to have (light chance for suc- 
cess. While advocates of the proposal 
have not completely abandoned hope, 
development* In the pant few weeks 
have caused them considerable dis- 
couragement.

LARGE BARN BURNS 


John Auerbach of Davenport 


Suffers Several Thousand 


Dollars' Loss 


60 HEAD OF CATTLE ARE LOST 


Forty Ton* of Hay and Great Quantity 


of F«Hl Also Sacrificed to Flre 
Demon — Favorable Wind .Save* 
House from Destruction—Low Par. 
tialljr Covered by Insurance. 
Davenport, Maroh 17.—The large 


barn on the farm of John Auerbach, 
about one mile below thlg village on 
the state road to Oneonta, was totally 
destroyed by flre tonight, and sixty 
head of the finest cattle in this vicinity 
were lost The loan will mount up to 
several thousand dollars. 


Just ho • the flre originated prob- 


ably will never be determined, but 
there are two theories, either of which 
seems plausible. A gasoline engine used 
to run the milking machine had not 
been working properly during the day 
and had on several occasions become 
overheated The engine was located in 
a small building adjacent to the barn 
and as the fire is said not to have 
started in tht region, this theory loses 
some of it- strength The other belief 
is that something may have- gone 
wrong with the acetylene gas system, 
which furnished lights for the house 
and barn. 


The fire broke out at about 8:30, 


which wa<! a particularly unfortunate 
time as Mr. Auerbach and his hired 
man were in the village and the only 
ones at the farm were his hired girl 
and a couple of small children, who 
were unable to dc anything except 
call on the telephone for help. They 
discovered the flre when they heard 
dogs frantically barking. When word 
reached this village, as many men as 
were availble rushed to t!-e scene of 
the blaze, but by that time the huge 
barn was a mass of flames and nothing 
could be done except prevent the fire 
'rom spreading to the house nearby. 
Fortunately, the .wind blew the flre 
away from the house and it was not 
materially damaged. 


The blaze quickly communicated 


with the nearby wagon house, and it 
also was destroyed. The barn, which 
measured 30x105 feet, contained the 
60 head of cattle, about 40 tons of 
hay. and a large quantity of feed. As 
previously stated, not a thing in the 
barn was saved and it is a total loss. 
t was jpdeed a hard blow for Mr. Au- 
erbach. as he took especial pride in 
ils cattle and had somfe of the best 
horoughbred animals money could 
)uy. He had made a specialty of 
horoughbreds, and practically all of 
he animals were worth a couple of 
uindred dollais apiece. 
Xo horses 


vere lost, for Mr. Auerbach was driv- 
ing his only team in the vJHage when 
he got word of the fire. There was a 
large quantity of farm tools which 
were also lost. 


The wagon house, 28^40 in size, con- 


tained a mowing machine, tractor and 
other machinery.
